BRITISH bark Pass of Melfort was 
lost with all on board on the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island on 
Tuesday night. She was bound 
from Aucon, which port was left mi 
October liTth in ballast lor Porl Town- 
send, was endeavoring to make her 
way into the -traits during the heavy 
southwest gale nf Tuesday llighl when 

she was drivei to a lee shore nboul 

a i[tiarter nf a mile ea-t of A mphit rit e 
point nt the western entrance to Bark- 
ley sound. The ship struck the outlying 

reefs a nd the tremendous seas soon 
pounded the steel bark tu pieces, 

Bodies nf the unfortunate crew were 
being washed ashore when A. 11. Lynch 
of Ccululel telegraphed the news of the 
disaster to Capt. .lames dunlin, local 
agent of marine. His despatch reads: 

"Vessel wenl ashore last night quar- 
ter mile east of Ainphit rite point. Out) 
body recovered dressed in oil skins and 
overalls; two more seen washing in the 
surf, impossible t» reach. Several ship's 
'buckets marked • Cass of Melfort,' bar- 
ometer, some cabin wreckage, boat hooks, 
smashed boats, figurehead of a woman 
painted white and much wreckage in 
small rocky bay. X«> wreckage on either 
side. Opinion vessel very close to shore. 
Two spars visible, washing about, evi- 
dently anchored. Torn paper with name 
•John Houston,' apparently part of log- 
book, large photograph of fifteen men

The Pass of Melfort is :l large steel 
four-masted bark which has been seen, 
as had many of her sister ships, in 
this port.

Olson of the British ship Brodick 
Castle now in Royal Roads which latter 
ves-ei was also endangered when uiukiug 
her way into the straits during the 
heavy gale.

As 
lie said yesterday: "It was the toughest 
bit of sailing 1 have ever done." The 
I'ass of Melfort when making in toward 
the entrance to the straits had been 
caught by the fierce sipinlls accompanied 
by heavy downpours and lightning and 
was carried toward the Island const, to- 
ward which the high seas and currents 
were setting.

Lord Tweedmouth's Offer 
Following Is a copy of u cablegram 
received by Sir Wilfrid Laurler: 

"London, Dee. 27.— We have heard 
with deep regret of the death of your 
colleague, .Mr. Raymond Prefon.ta.lne, 
Canadian minister of marine, with 
whom the admiralty have been BO re- 
cently in such cordial relationship, and 
I beg to offer His Majesty's battleship, 
the Dominion, to convey the remains 
to Halifax. Nova Scotia, if agreeable 
to your government. The Dominion 
would be at Cherbourg on January 12 
for this purpose and reach Halifax 
January 22. (Signed) Tweedmouth, 
first Lord Admiralty." 

Answer to the Admiralty 
The answer is: "To Lord Tweed- 
mouth, Admiralty, London: Accept my 
sincere thanks for your offer of the 
Dominion to convey tin- remains ot 
my lale lamented colleague from Cher- 
bourg LO Halifax. Would be pleased 
to accept, but I would UBk you to con- 
sul! Solicitor-General Lemleux, now hi 
Paris, and ascertain from him if date 
would lie convenient. (Signed) Lau- 
rler." 

The French governmenl has offered 
a military funeral In the late minister, 
a compliment which is highly gratify- 
ing to Canadians in high ofllciul life.

Petersburg, who arrived here today from 
Berlin, reports that 80,000 armed insur- 
gents from the Baltic provinces have 
crossed the railroad between Rejitza and 
Paskoff, and thai the whole country 
is lighted up by tires from burning resi- 
dences.

cades. The revolutionists, the mes- 
sage Bays, are divided into three 
"armies." The first, consisting of 80U 
men armed with rules and pikes, is 
operating between Moscow and Perovo, 
mi tin- railroad, which It controls. 
Artl'lery and cavalry are being em- 
ployed against tills force. The second 
"army" is armed especially with bombs 
and revolvers, and is composed of 
1,000 persons, in whose ranks are many 
women, who n'ot only display bravery 
but even ferocity. This force occu- 
pies the region between the Sadovla. 
district and the Jewish market, had 
many barricades to prevent the pass- 
age of troops, and is operating In. 
small groups and attacking patrols. 
When pressed the revolutionists dis- 
appear into alleys and houses. Artil- 
lery, cavalry and infantry are used 
against this body. The third and 
largest "army" is operating in the 
region between the Brest railroad sta- 
tion and the triumphal gate. It also 
has many barricades and is engaged In 
guerilla tactics, making It difficult for 
the troops to enclose It. Some of the. 
barricades were buttered down by ar- 
tillery, but they were re-erected by 
the revolutionists. The school where 
the Moscow revolutionary commttUe 
held Us sessions has been destroyed, 
but they managed lo escape, 

The engineers' union hero has just 
received news from revolutionary 
sources at Moscow that the Ron toft 
regiment has joined the revolutionists. 



PORT TOWNSEND, Dec. 27.— The 
steam schooner Charles Nelson, 
< Tucomn, for Sua Francisco, put 
in to purl in distress today, hav- 
ing run into a heavy gale off Cape 
Flattery.

St. Petersburg, I >ec. 27. — The budget 
for 190G estimates i lie ordinary revenue 
at $50,000,000 i.i excess of the ordinary 
expenditure, but shows that the gov- 
ernment will require $190,000,000 addi- 
tional to liquidate the war expendi- 
ture.

In looking over four hund- 
red weigh! of fish, .Mr. .Miller, foreman 
of the Nanaimo Fisheries Company, 
said that there was hardly a. bucketful 
that could be caught in his nets. He 
had not pickled one third of the 
amount he Intended this year, owing 
to the inability of his men to catch 
the fish.

not to be allowed to fritter themselves 
away and leave free play lo the no less 
titrong centrifugal forces which are cou- 
tendlng with them for mastery. 



A PORTFOLIO AND THE SEN - 
ATORSHIP. 

Senator Miu-donald evidently misap- 
prehended our remarks wilh reference lo 
the appointment of Senator Templemnn 
tn a portfolio, His position in the Sen- 
ate docs not preven-1 liim from succeed- 
ing lo the Hon. Mr. Prefontaine as 
minister of marine and fisheries; but as 
there arc two members of the admin- 
istration with portfolios already in the 
Senate, the Government will not appoint 
a third. At least we are given to un- 
derstand that the position taken by Sir 
Wilfrid Lauricr is that in order to qual- 
ify for a portfolio Hon. Mr. Teiuple- 
inau must resign and be elected 'by the 
people. It may be insufficient as an 
excuse for repeatedly passing over Sen- 
ator Templemnn; but it is the one put 
forward. 

The situation is an unfortunate one 
for tiie province. Senator Temple-man 
by priority and length of party service 
is entitled to take precedence of any of 
the other Liberal representatives from 
the Province, and to appoint one of them 
over Ills head could not hut be resent- 
ed by Mm; and if lie persists in remain- 
ing in the Senate the Government is ap- 
parently afraid of too seriously violating 
Liberal traditions by having so many un- 
representative men in the cabinet. We 
do nut know that in the light of ten 
years' record of Liberal rule that that 
ought to be any serious impediment. Nev- 
ertheless, it is convenient as a reason for 
continuing to ignore British Columbia's 
claims to have a real active voice an the 
government of the country. There seems 
to ibe only one of two things in sight, 
and that is for Senator Templemnn to 
make way for some one else, or to step 
into lie- arena, in ease a vacancy oc- 
curs in the city of Victoria, and appeal to 
the electorate. 



A BLACK EYE FOR BRITISH 
COLUMBIA FRUIT. 

Elsewhere there is published an ex- 
tract from the report of the commercial 
agent of Canada in Australia to the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce with 
respect to a shipment of inferior British 
Columbia fruit, sent from Vancouver 
to Sydney by a Vancouver linn, the fruit 
being diseased witli apple scab or black 
rot. In addition to being diseased the 
frtlil is reported to have been very badly 
packed, being of all sizes and shapes, 
and altogether a very rough lot. 

We are informed that the result of 
this shipment is to have given a serious 
setback to British Columbia fruit in the 
Australian market. Previous shipments 
had created a favorable impression, and 
the dealers in Australia were looking 
forward to obtaining, so the report says, 
the bulk of their apple supplies from this 
province, instead of from California. 

This is a very serious matter, indeed. 
It is one for the consideration of 1-Mh 
the Dominion and Provincial fruit au- 
thorities to deal with. 

British Columbia having established a 
reputation for the excellence of its fruit, 
and having the goods to deliver that are 
required by the market, it i.-- little .short 
of criminal for dealers— if the facts arc 
stated correctly — to make shipments of 
the character described. Common com- 
mercial considerations, not to refer to 
la nesty, should suggest such a thing as 
suicidal. To such an extent is this true 
that one cannot but believe that some 
mistake has been made.

Further Session Yesterday of 
Commission Over South Park 
School Trouble. 



Superintendent Eaton and Some 
of the School Trustees 
Are Examined; 



T.ho royal commission appointed to 
eiMjujro into ths alleged use of rulers in 
frce'kund drawing at tho South Park 
school was resumed yesterday forenoon 
before his honor, Judge Lumpman, aft- 
er an adjouriuueut from Friday last. 

The lust witness tailed was Alex. 
Hobinson, superintendent of education. 
In his evidence lie stated that he was a 
graduate <d' Dulhoiwie college. He had 
been conducting the teachers' examina- 
tions at the. High school when the hooks 
wero examined. It was n general thing 
for the books to be examined by him if 
there was anything of a special mature 
attending them, but not otherwise. The 
drawing honks from the South Park 
and North Ward schools of Victoria and 
Mt. Pleasant and Strathcon:: of Van- 
couver were all submitted to him for 
inspection. The examiners had recom- 
mended that the books be thrown out. 
It was the usual tiling to send out slips 
with the information, and one hail been 
seat to South Park school between the 
15th and 20th id' duly. He was sure, 
ol' the date because he had received a 
letter from .Miss Cameron on the -1st 
■list., acknowledging the receipt 'of the 
mark list. Only three of the 2!) pu- 
pils would have passed if he had not 
raised the marks for some of the pu- 1 
pils. Nn pupil had failed to pass nn 
account of the drawing. Circulars had 
been sent out giving instructions as to 
the method of drawing, 

Mr. Robinson's Evidonce 
.Mr. Robinson stated that all the 
rules had gone out to the teachers; it I 
had been distinctly stated that 110 rul- 
ing was to be done. On the 17th of 
'August a letter was received from Miss 
Cameron about the drawings; thereupon j 
he consulted Hon. .Air. Tntlow, and la- j 
ter on, on the 18th, Miss Cameron anil i 
Miss Kraser cniue down to examine the I 
honks. Both the teachers allowed that 
the datum lines had been ruled in the 
books, and Miss Fraser in reply to a 
Question as to why she had said to the 
superintendent by letter that she had 
followed regulations answered that she 
did not know that she had so said. Aft- 
er discussion with Miss Cameron, Miss 
Fraser, and Miss Spiers, Mr. Hobinson 
refused to continue the examination of 
the books on the ground of futility. The 
ladies then left the office. When the 
board of trustees came down, they ex- 
amined the hooks and left apparently 
well satislied that there had been ruling. 

After three-quarters of an hour the 
trustees got tired of looking at the hooks 
but they decided to throw them util as 
an act of discipline to the 'teachers. 

In reply to a question fron> Mr. El- 
liott, regarding the boy Boyd, Mr. Hob- 
inson said: "1 have no recollection o£ 
Miss Cameron saying. 'This boy will 
draw :i nice fine line as you know.' " 

Sir. Elliott— Was not your letter writ- 
ten in order to entrap Aliss Cameron and 
the teachers? 

Witness — "I am very sorry your honor 
that Mr. Elliott lias asked me thai ques- 
tion here, where I can not treat -him as 
be ought lo be treated." 

Mr. Hobinson staled that he knew that 
Miss Cameron would take the affidavits. 

With regard to the marking of tile 
books, Mr. Hobiuson mentioned that lie 
hud made an arbitrary raise in favor of 
the books in order to let Ihein get 
through.

A Change of Venue Applied for in the 
Fisher Extradition Matter. 

Respecting Hie latest developments In 

the Jackson poisoning ease of Vancouver, 
the World of yesterday's date says: 

"A change of venue has been applied for 
111 the Fisher extradition ease by the Van- 
.'onver authorities, Prosecutor Karris act- 
ing for the eltv through his lawyers, New- 
comb & Mathls, of Blaine. The applica- 
tion asks that tne ease he heard In Belllng- 

liani, i eat experiences having convinced 

the prosecution thai n fair trial Is by ao 
means a certainty In Itialae. 

"Sergeant Walker of the Victoria police 
department, who passed through Vancou- 
ver this morning to New Westminster In 
choree of u lunatic, will go to Bolllngliaui 
to give evidence for the prosecution at 
the trial tomorrow. Sergeant Walker 
knew the Jones iioy in Victoria, and his 
evidence will favor the contention of Hie 
prosecution thai Klsher Is the son and 
not the nephew of Mrs. Jones. Detective 
Sergeant Muliiern has accumulated n num- 
ber of depositions strengthening the ease 
for the prosecution, and the department 
professes considerable contldence In Its 
ability to secure the extradition of Fisher. 

"At present the police are paying such 
attention as I hey can to Investigating an- 
other case with a view to laying a charge 

of theft against Harry Fisher. IP nt 

developments have caused the detectives 
to suspect that Fisher commit led the bur- 
glary .if Webster Pros. - store which took 
place some time age., and has never been 
cleared up. When Mrs. Tones' house was 
searched after she and Mrs. Jackson were 
arrested, n ipiantlty of tobacco and cigars 
were found In the room occupied by Fisher 



St. Petersburg, Dec. 27., ll.oO p.m. — 
According to Information received 
by the revolutionary leaders here 
an armed rebellion on a large 
scale lias been planned ill Poland 
The socialist revolutionaries, encouraged 
by the success of the insurgents In tho 
Baltic provinces and of the stiuation in 
Moscow, and in Russia generally, have 
decided that the moment lias come to 
try to cast oft" the yoke of the autocracy. 

The tactics to ' he followed are Hie 
same as those adopted at Moscow. The 
rising to he preceded by a general strike 
which already has practically come into 
operation, bringing about half the- rail- 
roads in Poland to a standstill. 

An open rebellion in Poland would im- 
mediately complicate the situation for 
the government, if it should gain enough 
headway to warrant hope of success, it 
probably would draw In the entire popu- 
lation and the government would prac- 
tically have to reconquer the country'. 

The Associated Press learns that Mr. 
Meyer, the American Ambassador, made 
representations to the Russian govern- 
ment regarding the danger and the neces- 
sity for the protection of tho property 
and employees of the New York Air- 
brake company nt Lnbertzi, nn industrial 
town near ..Moscow and that lie was 
promised that the protection desired 
would he given Immediately in case of 
emergency. This perhaps accounts for 
the prompt action of General Donhossoff 
governor-general of Moscow, in dispatch- 
ing dragoons to Lnbertssi yesterday. 
"A Typical Incident" 

London, Dec. ^7. — The correspondent 
of the Dally Telegraph at St. Peters- 
burg, as an Instance of the struggle 
conducted at Kharkoff, relates as fol- 
lows, which he calls a "typical inci- 
dent": 

"A little boy was seen approaching 
Konny's square, where a detachment, 
of Cossacks were stationed. The Cos- 
sacks brutally drew a line on the child, 
but the boy was allowed to approach 
them On arriving at the spot he 
swung his right hand vigorously and 
then turned and ran. A violent ex- 
plosion prevented the Cossacks noting 
his further movements. 

"The boy had thrown a bomb, which 
plowed up the ground. Fragments 
of horses were all around, and some of 
the Cossacks were convulsed in the 
agonies of death, while streams of. 
blood were llowing along the torn-up 
roa dway." 

A despatcli from St. Petersburg to a 
news agency says it is reported that 
the railroad for 100 miles south of 
Minsk has been captured by tho revo- 
lutionists, and that there ban been 
serious rioting at Kolptno, '/tear St. 
Petersburg. 

To Succor French Residents 

Brest, Dee. 'M. — It Is now confirmed 
that the French cruiser Casslni will 
proceed to Cronstadt from Copen- 
hagen. The government has placed the 
cruiser at the disposal of M. Bompard, 
the French ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg. 

Paris, Dec. 27.— -The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Journal, In a de- 
spatch dated December 27, Says: 

"Another bomb was thrown at the 
Vllna station today when tho German 
express arrived there. The missile 
was badly made, however, and the ex- 
plosion which resulted did not cause 
serious damage. 

"Passengers from Moscow when 3a 
miles outside that city are compelled 
to transfer from trains to vehicles 
drawn by horses."
